Family Believes He Is Victim 
of Accident While Clean- 
ing Rifle. 





With a revolver clasped firmly in his. 
right hand and a rifle lying on his 
chest, its muzzle pointed toward his up- 
turned face, Louis Gentry, 20 years old, 
was found dead in his room at his 
home, 3627 Vist avenue, Monday after- 
ncon. 

A bullet from the rifle had entered 
under: his right ear and passed out at 
the top of his skull. The revolver con- 
tained no shells and it had not been 
fired after heptook ft in his hand. His 
two small brothers, the only members 
of the family who were at home, heard 
the shot and ran to the room. 

When they saw Louis prostrate on the 
floor near the foot of his bed they gave 
the alarm and two physicians were 
summoned from the Bethesda Found- 
lings’ Home, half a block away. The 
doctors said only one shot had been 
fired from the rifle and that death was 
instantaneous. 


Death Apparently Accidental. 
Gentry was fully dressed. He wore 


heavy-soled shoes and the position of 
the rifle was such that he could not 
have discharged it with his foot. 

A corner of the rug near the stock of 
the rifle was turned up. The theory of 
the physicians is that he was preparing 
to clean the rifle and the revolver and 
that in crossing the room he tripped on 
the rug and fell, the rifle being acci- 


* dentally discharged. 


It was also thought possible that the 
trigger of the rifle became entangled 
in the rug or struck the bed or some 
other piece of furniture. 

Gentry's small brothers told the doc- 
tors and the police that he was fond of 
hunting and spent much of his time 
keeping his firearms in good condition.

But the time came when Brotha 
longed for a larger world and greater 
interests than the walls of the Oid 
Folds’ Home and the four by six feet 
of blossoms. He had drunk dry all the 
joy that was in the flowers. 

Sunday a niece, Mrs. Emil Schultes 
of 8226 Ohio avenue, visited him. She 
remained until 6 p. m. and no one ob- 
served that Brotha was particularly de- 
pressed. He laughed and seemed mer- 
ry enough while his niece was with him. 

It is the custom at the Altenheim for 
the inmates to retire at.9 p. m., and a 
nurse “makes the rounds” at 10:30 p. m. 
to see that all lights are out. She saw 
nothing wrong Sunday night. 

Brotha went into the first floor bath- 
room instead of to his doom. There is 
@ partition in the bathroom and a wood- 
en crosspiece to support it at the top. 
Brotha tied a rope to that crosspiece, 
made a. noose about his neck and 
jumped from the tub. 

Body Found in Morning. 

At 56 a. m. Monday August Eltze, an- 
other inmate, went to the bathroom. The 
door was locked. Eltze waited half an 
hour and when there was no response 
to his repeated knocks, he climbed out 
of a window and crept along a sky- 
light over the basement in a small court 
until he could look into the bathroom 
window. He saw Brotha’s body and 
called for help. 

Brotha not only was dissatisfied with 
his gardening, but also suffered from 
stomach trouble. Besides Mrs. Schultes 
he has another niece, Mrs. Gustav Em- 
berli of 3828 California avenue.

fortner, who had pulled his delapidated 
hat over his face, threw it back and 
darted at the picture man in front of 
him, crying, “I'll knock you down!’’ 

A policeman seized him and he com- 
posed himself with a smile, remarking, 
“I came“fretty near losing my temper 
that time.’’ 

A Post-Dispatch reporter addressed 
him. Fortner said he had no statement 
to make. 

“I won't say anything until I see my 
lawyers,’’ he said. “I don’t even know 
who they are. They were employed by 
my relatives and I have had no word 
from them nor have I been permitted to 
write or send messages.”’ 


Wanted Bath and Shave. 
Fortner said he was feeling ‘‘pretty 


tough,”” but that a bath, shave and a 
change of clothing would ‘fix him up.” 

“IT expect to bteaken before the Chief 
of Police the first thing,” he said, “and 
then have a conference with my law- 
yers. I expect to be out on bond before 
night. The first thing I'll do when I 
get out is to look up a bathtub and a 
razor.” 

He said he did not know where his 
wife was and when asked if she would 
assist him in his trial, he replfed: ‘I 
guess you know more about that than I 
do.. I haven’t heard from my wife or 
her family since I’ve been in trouble. 
I don’t know anything about what’s 
been going on here at home lately.” 

Fortner was led through the crowd, 
up the steps to Eighteenth street, where 
a caged patrol wagon was backed up to 
take him to Police Headquarters. As 
the wagon drove around the corner into 
Market street the crowd hooted the 
prisoner. 

The wagon was driven rapidly up 

Market street to Twelfth and then south 
to Police Headquarters, where Sergt. 
McMullen formally surrendered his pris- 
oner to Chief Creecy, thus ending the 
long responsibility he has been under 
since his departure for Paris several 
weeks ago. 
McMullen said that the only effect 
made on him by the trip to Paris was 
a tendency to speak with a French ac- 
cent. 

“I hung around there so long,” he 
said, ‘“‘that I find myself talking through 
my nose every once in a while.” 

Fortner and McMullen were met at 
the train by Special Officers Archey 
and Christmas, detailed by Chief Creecy 
personally; Detectives Wells, White and 
Stevenson, McMullen’s old comrades on 
the “gambling squad;” Sergt. Lane and 
Patrolmen Spillane, Kurz, Finnell and 
Bidglo. 

The HMandlan automobile was at the 
Union Station, but no one other than 
a chauffeur was in the machine. One 
of the detectives said that A. H. Hand- 
lan, father of Mrs. Fortner, had gone to 
the station in the machine, but the 
chauffeur denied this. None of the 
ilandlans were in the crowd that 
watched Fortner taken from the train 
to the patrol wagon. 

Thomas D. Lawler of Memphis, Tenn., 
a prominent lawyer and politician, has 
been retained by Fortner’s relatives at 
Brinkley, Ark., to represent him. Law- 
ler is at the Planters Hotel. 

Employed by Fortner Family. 

“I was employed by Fortner’s mother 
and other relatives who live at Brink- 
ley and who are well known in Mem- 
phis,”” Lawler told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter. “I can’t say I represent Mr. 
Yortner, exactly, because my employ- 
ment hag not been ratified by him. I 
have heard nothing from him personal- 
ly and have not seen him for more than 
@ year. I know him very well.” 

Mr. Lawler said he might have a 
statement to make after conferring with 
Fortner. : 

“I don’t know who his other counsel 
will be,”’ he said, “but I know that he 
will have good St. Louis legal ald.”

LONDON, Aug. 9.—From the circle of 
American men and women of millions 
which hoversgabout King Edward at 
Cowes has come the report that Mrs. 
William B. Leeds, widow of the “Tin 
Plate King,” once president of the Rock 
Island Railroad, is to marry James De 
Wolf Cutting. 

Mr. Cutting is the nephew of Mrs. 
Townbend Burden of New York, and is 
one of the prime favorites in the ex- 
Clusive social set over which, during her 
lifetime, Mrs. John Jacob ‘Astor pre- 
sided. 

The anticipated marriage will be the 
third in the caréer of the beautiful and 
wealthy young widow. She was a Mrs. 
Minnie May Stewart Worthington when 
Leeds, then . at the height of his 
achievements, first formed her acquaint- 
ance, in Cleveland. 

Magnate Changes Wives. 

Some time after her acquaintance 
with Leeds commenced, her husband, 
George Worthington, obtained a _ adi. 
vorce, The tinplate magnate, divorcing 
the heart-broken woman who had been 
the wife of his days of poverty and ob- 
scurity, married the beautiful divorcee. 

The honeymoon tour of the railroad 
president and his bride was spent on a 
$700,000 yacht, and the couple left a traf! 
of lavish expenditure in their luxurious 
course through Europe. The wedding 
gifts of Leeds to his bride were esti- 
mated In value at $1,200,000. 

A supplementary gift, purchased 
abroad, was a pearl necklace costing 
$225,000. The pearls, plerced, in order to 
be strung, were presented to the New 
York Custom House as units, and their 
entry was asked under the tariff clause 
which places a 10 per cent duty on un- 
strung pearls. Customs officials teok the 
view that the gems constituted a neck- 
lace in the meaning of the law and a #@ 
per cent duty was collected, after liti- 
gation, 

Two Wliwves in Social War. 


Meanwhile the first Mrs. Leeds, with 
the $1,000,000 which her husband had 
settled on her at the time of the divorce. 
had begun a social war on her suc- 
cessor, At Palm Beach the two strove 
to outdresg each other, and the frst 
wife fell in no way behind the second in 
the variety and magnificence of her tol- 
lettes. But the new Mrs. Leeds, with 
her husband’s seemingly unlimited re. 
sources behind her, won the social war; 
and the first wife retired from the com- 
bat, 

In the midst of his new wife’s social 
triumphg Leeds was stricken with pa- 
ralysis. Financial reverses followed, and 
the Rock Island's president, who had 
begun life as a passenger, conductor 
was displaced. He retained a vast for- 
tune, even after heavy losses, and when 
he died in Paris, June 23, 1008, he left 
$29,000,000 to his widow, besides his Fifth 
avenue mansion and thelr Newport 
home, 

Mrs. Leeds has kept the first year of 
her widowhood by remaining out of the | 
social whirl. The attentions of Mr. Cut- 
ting since last fall have been marked 
and the announcement of the engage- 
ment is expected te be made shortly.

When Fire Signal Is 
Sounded. 





Albert Strader, 24 years old, rushed 
into the Carr Street Police Station at 
12:20 a. m. Monday, white-faced and 
panting. 

“I’m shot!’’ he gasped. 

“Where?” asked the man at the desk. 

“At the fire-alarm box, Seventh and 
O’Fallon,’’ gasped the young man. 

“TI mean, where did the bullet hit 
you?” asked the officer. 

“Tt don’t know,” said Strader, “but I 
was turning in an alarm. I saw a 
store afire on North Seventh street and 
ran to the box. When I broke the glass 
a gun was discharged right in front of 
me and it staggered me. Then two 
more shots were fired some distance 
away. Somebody shot at me _ three 
times.”’ 

The officer laughed. He told Strader 
that no doubt a shot was fired when 
he turned in the alarm, but no bullet 
went with it. 

He explained that devices were in-- 
etalled recently in the fire alarm boxes 
to enable the police to catch persons 
turning in false alarms—an invention 
of Assistant Fire Chief Haines. When 
the alarm box is opened a blank car- 
tridge is fired to attract the attention 
of the police. 

‘Rut there were three shots, 
you,” insisted Strader. 
Investigation showed that an Italian 
in the neighborhood, when he heard the 
atarm shot, fired his revolver twice for 
company. 

Strader was returning from a boat ex- 
cursion when he discovered a fire in 
the feed store of Deluca Bros., 1237 North 
Seventh street. Some straw and two 
Sarréls of hay were burned. 


LAGGARD LAW LETS DEATH

Suit’ by Which Man Hoped to Re-

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JAPAN REFUS 
10 STOP WORK 
IN MANCHURIA 


Will Continue Building An- 
tung-Mukden Railroad in 
Spite of China. 








By Associated Press. 

TOKIO, Aug. 9.—A request. that 
Japan suspend work on the Antung- 
Mukden Railway in Manchuria is the 
substance of China’s reply to Japan’s 
recent note announcing immediate 
commencement of reconstruction work 
on the road. The reply, it is under- 
stood by the Foreign Office today, 
States that China wishes to continue 
the negotiations. China adds that she 
hopes for an amicable settlement of 
all outstanding differences. 

Japan's reply to this request was 
polite but firm. It was made plain 
that the negotiations concerning the 
Antung-Mukden road had been closed 
forever except in so far as they re- 
lated to that section of the road be- 
tween Mukden and Chesiangtun and 
that it would not be necessary to sus- 
pend work to reach an agreement up- 
on that one strip of territory. Re- 
garding all other matters, the reply 
continues, Japan will proceed with 
pleasure. : 


Foreign Board in Session. 

PEKING, Aug. 9.—The Chinese For- 
eign Board and the Grand Council 
have been in continuous’ conference 
with Prince Chuen, the Regent, on 
the Japanese situation since the issu- 
ance of Japan’s note announcing her 
intention of proceeding immediately 
with the reconstruction of the An- 
tung-Mukden Railroad without Chi- 
na’s co-operation. Liang Tunyen, the 
president of the Board of Foreign Af- 
fairs, was received in audience by the 
Prince Regent yesterday and today. 

The Regent showed great anxiety 
at Japan’s attitude in coercion, which 


was supported by Great Britain and 
he urged that the Foreign Board ac- 
celerate a settlement in order not to 
provoke Japanese violence.

WOMAN BELIEVED T0 HAVE 
BEEN ATTACKED AND KILLED 


Body Found in Woods Identified 
as Detroit Housewife Who 
Went on Errand. 


DETROIT, Mich., Aug. 9.—The woman 
who was found dead yesterday in woods 
near here with evidences of assault and 
murder, was identified today as Mrs. 
Martha Galahn of this city. She had not 
been seen by her family since she left 
home early Saturday morning on an 
errand. 

County Physician Grimes, who made 
a post-mortem examination, said he 
found evidences of finger marks on the 
woman's throat and that he believed sie 
was attacked and murdered. 

Despite his report, Coroner Bennett 
and other officials believe that Mrs. 
Galahn died from hemorrhage of the 
lungs and that the evidences of a strug- 
gle in the bushes may have been her 
own efforts to regain her feet after 
weakness had overcome her. 

The weman’s husband says she was 
murdered, and talks of a man whom he 
suspects.

Cir- 
cuit Attorney Jones Monday asked for a 
nolle prosequi in the Court of Criminal 
Correction, where the information was 
pending. This was simply to straighten 
out the tangle of a double charge for 
the same offense. 

The Circuit Attorney said he thought 
he would ask that Fortner’s bonds be 
fixed at from $800 to $1000 in each of the 
12 charges. This would make the total 
amount of bonds required from $9600 to 
$12,000, the amount of the Tully check 

The 11 charges against Fortner, other 
than that of the Tully check, involve 
deeds of trust, several of which were 
attested by Miss Hildegarde Hallen ss 
a notary public.

Now in Jail for Killing Done 
at His Order, Seeks 
Release.

“Doc Jim’ Ashlock is the official ter- 
rifier and pacifier of Wood River, the 
Standard Oil's Wild West town near 
Alton. Though he walks on crutches, is 
small of stature and is no longer young, 
Ashlock is the law in Wood River, en- 
forcing himself by virtue of his nerve 
and his brace of revolvers. He is per- 
haps the most picturesque wild west- 


-prner east of the Mississippi. 


Wood River has been bereft of Doc 
Jim for several days, while he !anguishes 
fn jafl at Edwardsville. He is held with- 
out bail with William Varney, a Wood 
River saloon keeper, on the Coroner's 
finding in the case of “Big Steve'’’ Di- 
an Austrian who was shot to 
death by Varney. The shooter is said 
to have acted under orders from Ash- 
lock, who is police magistrate of Wood 
River. <Ashlock says he deputized Var- 
ney to shoot Dimeda, to save his own 
life. 

Doc Jim has engaged a St. Louis law- 
yer to get him out on a writ of habeas 
corpus, and Justice Crow is to hear the 
Case Tuesday afternoon. He wants to 
get back to Wood River and clamp down 
Again his legal lid, clinched with those 
two pistols, which he fondled lovingly 
a few days ago, when a Post-Dispatch 
reporter visited him at his home. Ash- 
lock sat on his bed twirling a shooting- 
lron in each hand. 

“These are my babies,’’ 
how I play with them.” 

Veterinary and Veteran, 

James T. Ashlock is a veterinary and 
a veteran. He is from Northern Lllinois. 
where he made a record that got him 
into the penitentiary and out again. For 
20 years he has suffered from sciatica 
and has walked on crutches most of the 
time, though when the twinges are less 
severe he gets about with a heavy cane. 
He has the reputation of being the 
slowest man on his feet and the quick- 
est man on the trigger that ever came 
down the Wood River pike. 

in: 1896 Ashlock cut a notch on one of 
his gun handles. He took a buggy whip 
to a blacksmith at R@édhouse to have 
it repaired. Martin Whalen, an insur- 
ance agent from White Hall, known as 
@ bully, was in the shop. He picked up 
the whip and burned it in the black- 
smith’s forge fire. 

Doc Jim, the little man -on crutches, 

flared up hotter than the fire. The 
blacksmith put the quarreling men out- 
fide the shop, where Whalen knocked 
Ashiock down. Doc Jim arose on one 
e:bow, drew a revolver and fired five 
times, killing Whalen. He was sent to 
the penitentiary on an indeterminate 
sentence, 
‘ Pardoned by Relative. 
A long petition for his pardon was 
Tanner, who was a second 
cousin Mrs. Ashiock. The Governer 
pardoned Ashlock after a year. 

A year before the killing of Whalen 
there was a fight at Roodhouse between 
Ashiock and another man. The quarrel 
came about over a woman. Ashiock 
picked up an iron poker and broke the 
akull and several arm and leg bones of 
the other man. He was not prosecuted. 

Park C. Ashlock, son of Doc Jim, is 
Mayor of Wood River, according to the

About the same time Doc Jim was 
fined $500 in "the United States Courts 
for selling Whisky in Wood River with- 
out a Goverriment license.

SURGEON THINKS BLONDE — 
UNFITTED FOR AMERICA 
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Too Much Sunshine, Says Scientist, Who Finds 
Light Complexioned Persons Pre- 
dominate in Prisons. 





By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 9.—A startling note 


of warning to blue-eyed, light-complex- 


ioned people is uttered by Dr. Charles 


E. Woodruff, surgeon and major in the 


United States army, who has just com- 


pleted a private tour of the prisons and 
asylum#of this city and State. The jails 
and institutions, he says, are full of 
blonds who, unable to stand the struggle 
for existence in a climate to which they 
are unfitted, have fallen into poverty, 
disease and crime. 

What is true of New York, he says, 
is true of the country as a whole 
and unless the blond American finds 
or adopts some better means *of sur- 
vival than he has at present, he will 
be wiped ouvt as a type in favor of 
the brunette. , 

The great trouble is the sunshine. 
There is too much of it in America for 
the blond, says Dr. Woodruff. It breaks 
dewn their nervous systems, renders 
them unstable, morally as well as phys- 
ically, and makes them peculiarly liable 
to the ravages of consumption and other 
deadly ailments. 

Blonds in Clinton Prison. 

In Clinton Prison, says Dr. Woodruff, 
where the worst classes of criminals are 
confined, and where he expected to find 
the place full of modern “black beards,’ 
he was astonished at the large number 
of blonds, some of them of very light 
type. 

Of the 253 convicts whose hair color 
was available for comparison, thre 
were 19 with very light hair, 61 with 
light brown, 60 with dark brown ind 
112 with black. 

Of nearly 5000 men whose average age

AUDITORIUM WHILE PARTY OF 
40 SEARCHES OVER PLACE 


Goes to Sleep During Singing; 
Cannot Be Found at End 
of Concert. 


The little boy in the rear seat of the 
Piasa Chautauqua Auditorium Sunday 
night believed in fairies. From far at 
the other end of the pavilion came 
dreamy sounds of music and the “San 
rran’’ Wasn't far away. 

Cornelius Oudshoff, the boy in the 
rear seat, nodded.

The search with lanterns lasted nearly

Drink had 
broken most ef them down, and from 
this Dr. Woodruff argues that the un- 
derlying nervous cause of alcoholism is 
far more prevalent in blonds than in 
brunettes in New York City. 

The thirst for altohol, Dr. Woodruff 
Says, is merely the expression of a nerv- 
ous weakness acquired under America’s 
sunny skies, and resulting from exces- 
sive stimulation of light as one of a 
thousand causes. 

Paupers Mostly Blond. 

Of 90 paupers in Boston institutions, 
Dr. Woodruff says, he found the san.e 
general trend in a city markedly more 
blond than New York. 

Thus, he unfavorable climatic 
factors are causing unfitness for sur 
vival in the race types in America too 
far misplaced from the ancestral cli- 
matic conditions. This process of elimi- 
nation among human beings, he says, 
differs in no respect from that whica 
goes on among irrigated plants and 
lower animals. 

The native-born,

Henry Koepple’s Body Identi- 
fied Through Post-Dispatch 
Description. 


FOUND IN WEED PATCH 


Parents Believe He.Wandered 
From Home and Was Over- 
come by Weather. 





An autopsy held Monday on the body 
of Henry Koepple of 1124 North Leon- 
ard avenue showed that death was due 
to softening of the brain and heat ex- 
haustion. The body of the young man 
was found in a clump of. weeds on the 
bluffs of the river at the foot of Osce- 
ola street Saturday afternoon, and the 
father identified it through the descrip- 
tion in the Post-Dispatch Sunday. 

Koepple had been missing from his 
home since July 18. When the body 
was first found, the initial “H’ on the 
underwear was the only mark of identi- 
fication, and the police did not learn the 
identity of the man* until Sunday morn- 
ing. The description of the body in the 
Sunday Post-Dispatch was read by 
Koepple’s parents, who then went to the | 
Morgue. 

Caused by Motorcycle. 

Koepple was a machinist. Several 
months ago he developed spine trouble 
caused by riding a motorcycle. He put 
off seeking medical aid until he was 
prostrated in his home. He recovered suf- 
ficiently to walk about, but again im- 
paired his health by staying up late 
at night, studying a correspondence 
school system of engineering.

TWO KILLED IN ALTON 
Resident of Carrollton Tries to 
Catch Freight and Falls 
Between Cars. 





Two men were killed by trains at Al- 
ton Sunday evening within ar*®hour. The 
accidents occurrea at places only one 
biock apart. 

About 8:30 o'clock, at the Illinois Ter 
minal Depot, William Lapan sat on the 
Wabash track, on the side toward the 
river, waiting for his wife, with whom 
he intended to take a walk. A Terminal 
passenger train struck him and knocked 
him.down the embankment, severely 
injuring him in the head, back and hip. 

Lapan died in St. Joseph's Hospital 
at 11:30 p. m. from internal injuries. He 
received no surgical attention for two 
hours after he was hurt. 

Dr. Waldo Fisher, local surgeon for 
the Wabash, declined to attend Lapan 
because the man was a trespasser when 
he was struck and the Wabash officials 
did not consider it a case for their sur- 
geon. City Physician C. A. Winn said 
it was Fisher's case, not his. 

After lying on a stretcher at the po- 
lice station during this controversy, La- 
pan was taken to the hospital, where 
Dr. Winn finally attended him, assist- 
ed by Dr. L. M. Bowman. 

Lapan was a Mexican and an iItiner- 
ant artist. He lived in a houseboat and 
went up and down the river painting 
nature scenes. Three years ago he 
painted a picture of the famous Piasa 
bird which formerly was visible on the 
Alton bluffs and sold it to a St. Louisan 
for $300. 

Paul Harney, a St. Louis and Alton 
artist, knew Lapan well. 

“He was quite a genius,’”” Mr. Harney 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter. ‘He 
handled his colors admirably. He was 
a great admirer of the pictures of Van 
Dycq and nev lost an opportunity to 
visit art exhibitions and study the works 
of the old masters.’ 

Lapan said he lived in a house boat 
because he Wanted to be in touch witn 
nature as much as possible and spend 
his time in transferring to canvas the 
most striking scenery along the river.

Two firemen were injured and dam- 
age to the extent of $50,000 was done 11 
a fire which destroyed the picking sta- 
tion of the Merck Chemical Co., at the 
foot of Neosho street, at 2 a. m.

the fire was discovered by Fred 
Kiange, night watchman, who lives at 
2918 Neosho street.

The police say the fire started from 
spontaneous combustion among the 
chemicals.

As far as China is concerned everything is set- 
tled in this old and simple way, but a cablegram 
from London shows that Japan is now entering 
odern series of difficulties. It is “under- 
stood” in Londen that Washington diplomacy 
demands an “equal voice” with London in the ap- 
pointment of the engineers who will superintend 
the construction of these new highways of 
Asiatic progress. 

Does anyone ask why? Ask Boss Howe's 
friends and associates in garbage cans and other 
matters of diplomacy in St. Louis.

We have been notified to procure the proper kind 
of a garbage receptacle and are willing to obey, and 
buy the airtight, water-tight, covered can, but what 
we want to Know is this: What instructions will 
the garbage wagon drivers receive? Let me give you 
my experience on the subject of covered garbage 
cans. I bought one not long ago. The first morning 
the driver of the garbage wagon cursed the 
cover because he had to remove it, which 
he did and tossed the cover into’ the al- 
ley. He then emptied the garbage can and 
tossed that intd the alley also, although he got it 
from a support on the inside of the fence, through 
an opening in the fence, through which he could 
slide the can easily. The next day the performance 
was repeated and before I could rescue my can, the 
cover was a wreck, a heavy wagon having driven 
over it. Inside of two more days my garbage can 
was a total wreck, as a wagon drove over the can 
itself on the fourth morning after it was placed 
Just think, a $2.50 can absolutely gone in 
four days, and all because the driver would not 
put it back where he got it. I then got a covered 
bucket, galvanized iron, and fixed a support for it 
where it could be easily reached. Two weeks was 
the limit for that receptacle. Since then, that is for 
the last six weeks I have used any old bucket, dis- 
carded scrub bucket or coal hod which happened 
to be around my place; a week usually settles each 
one, then a new one has to be provided, and now 
we reecive orders to buy more expensive cans. Now 
what is the use when the drivers of the wagons 
seem to try to destroy them? . The householders of 
the city are more anxious to have Sanitary recepta- 
cles for garbage, but a Croesus could not stand the 
expense of providing garbage cang in the way they 
are now handled by the drivers of the wagons.

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PRIVATE HYGIENE. 
Prof, Irving Fisher in Oentury. 

Private hygiene is even more impor- 
tant, and means a revolution in our 
habits of living. It means fresh air 
perpetually flowing through our houses 
and more of our lives spent outdoors. 
It means common sense 
avoidance of bolting food, from which 
dyspepsia springs, and the re-education 
of normal food instincts, the avoidance 
of gluttony on the cne side and body 
starvation on the other, the avoidance 
of alcohol, the must potent of the pre- 
disposing causes of tuberculosis, and 
the avoidance of dirty, infected milk 
and meat. It means the ‘simple life,’’ 
free from overe~ertion on the one hand, 
and indolence on the other; the habit of 
normal sleep and the emancipation from 
worry. 

In giving this prescription, Dr. Tru- 
deau once said to me: “It is as simple 
as bathing in the waters of Jordan, and 
that is why people are so slow to fol- 
low it.’’ 

But today people are following, and 
following rapidly. When they see a 
man, who only a few years ago was s0 
ill of tuberculosis that he could scarcely 
drag himself out upon a porch, now run 
2 miles for pure love of exercise, or 
when they see nine college men inside 
of half a year double their endurance 
through rational diet alone, or when 
they learn that ex-President Roosevelt 
developed from a weak and timid boy 
into the, personification of strength and 
courage, and that Cornaro, about to dle 
at 87, abjured all unhygienic habits and 
prolonged his life to 103, they begin to 
realize the practical value of personal 


hygiene.

‘He went inside and brought out a tin bucket of flour, ‘Now, boys,’ he 
said, ‘I want each of you to take a handful of this flour.’ We did so. ‘Now,’ 
said Clem. ‘follow me.’ He swung into his saddle and galloped down to a 
clover field south of the house. Arriving there he ended his instruction. 
‘Boys, he said, ‘You have probably observed that this clover is full of bees. 
Now, it is the nature of a bee to light out on a bee-line for home when he is 
well sprinkled with flour. That is the way bee-trees are located, and with your 
assistance I expect to capture and se: up about ten stands of bees here on my 
place. The idea is to sprinkle a bee and follow him home, and a tenderfoot at 
this game is a man who loses sight of his bee.’ : 

“With that Clem spun his broncho around on its hind feet, uttered the wild 
yell of the plainsman, and rode into the clover. Reining up, he heeled in his 
saddle and sprinkled his bee. An instant later he was off as tight as his 
broncho could run. The bee‘cut for the timber along the Wet Fork. A bun- 
dred yards out Clem took a coulee about twenty feet wide.

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C. Foster Willard Completes 
Sixteenth Trial Near Mine- 
ola, Long Island. 


MINEOLA, L. I, Aug. 9.—His six 
teenth successful flight with the Curtiss 
aeroplane was made today by C. Foster 
Willard. Flying close to the ground, 
Willard essayed to make a circle about 
8 mile and « half in circumference, but 
was not able to complete thea circle, be- 
cause of the ground and trees, on which 
he had not calculated. He made five 
long curved flights at high speed. 

The lengths of the flights varied 
_ from seven-tenths of a mile to two 
miles. In the fourth flight Willard suc- 
cessfully accomplished his first turn, 
Sweeping Over the fleld at a 40-mile clip 
at a height of & feet. He made three 
complete turns in all, covering two- 
thirds of a circle. 

His feat is considered remarkable, in 
that he has made only 11 flights. Two 
hundred persons, many of whom came 
in automobiles, witnessed his flight. W’. 
K. Vanderbilt Jr. was among the spec- 
tators, following the aeroplane in his 
motor car.

CHICAGO, Aug. 9.—How to protect 


the innocent working girl from the lure 
of man has appealed so strongly to 
Mrs. T. Vernette Morse that she is 


conducting a school in the McClurg 
Building. 


Twelve graduates are putting into 


practice the theories of Mrs. Morse re- 


garding the best way for a girl with 
small wages to handle her opulent em- 
ployer. They haven’t been at ft Jong, 
however, so it is too early to say 
whether the newly discovered branch 
of education is practical. 

Until the period has passed when di- 
vorcee, breach of promise suits and mar- 
riages may reasonably be posed to 
have had time to generate, ‘statistics 
will be futile. In the meantime, here 
is what those 12 girls have been taught 
and what others are striving to learn: 

How to treat a street car conducter, 

How to treat an elevator starter. 

How to act in the presence of a 
handsome floorwalker. 

How to cut an employer soctally with- 
out losing one’s job. 

How to demean oneself toward a man 
so lacking of understanding as to ad- 
vertise for ‘‘a bright girl.” 

Here are Mrs. Morse’s answers to 
questiong concerning the work of her 
pupils: 

“A girl is not called on to speak to 
a street car conductor at any time, un- 
less it is to call his attention to a mis- 
take in change or to ask him for a 
transfer. Either of these things can be 
done in a few words and in a lady- 
like, dignified way that will preclude 
any reply on the part of the conductor. 

How to Handle the Elevator Boy. 

““*Good morning’ is all that a girl 
ever need say to-.an elevator starter. 
Only one other thing—I almost forgot 
to say that she also may say ‘Good 
evening.’ As for the elevator boy, the 
number of her floor is enough. Too 
many elevator boys assume airs of the 
navigators of battleships. 

‘The shop girl’s apparel should be 
simple, but artistic. An artistic gown 
is always a simple gown. It always is 
good in line and harmonious in color. 
That sort of gown, however, that never 
will attract attention on the street. — 

“As for the oft-ured term, ‘bright 
girl,’ I don’t know what it means. More 
than once I have seen advertisements 
for ‘bright young girls.’ Do they mean 
bright mientally, mathematically or in 
personal appearance? I have’ asked 
many persons who used the term, and I 
have yet to receive a clear definition of 
‘bright girl.’ ”

KEEPER LANCES WEN ON BIG 
COBRA’S POISON-FILLED NECK 
WHEN SURGEONS REFUSE RISK 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 9.—Charles Snyder, 
head keeper in the reptile house at the 
Bronx Zoo, took his life in his hands 
when, without assistance, he performed 
a surgical operation on Rex, the deadly 
king cobra. This was after more pru- 
dent and more learned scientists of the 
zoo had decided that the risk was too 

great to be undertaken. 

Rex has been in the Zoo for nine years, 
and is one of its most valuable speci- 
mens. Five years ago it nearly killed 
a keeper. 

Several days ago a wen-like swelling 
developed on the cobra’s neck, and grew 
steadily worse. Raymond L. Ditmars, 
curator, realized that only a surgical 
operation would save the serpent. Dr. 
W. Reed Blair agreed with him, but 
both decided that the snake was not 
worth 4 human life. 

Snyder’s opportunity came yesterday 
afternoon. He had thrown a large black 
snake into the glass front inclosure for 
the cobra’s dinner. Rex had difficulty 
in swallowing. It had about half the 
smaller reptile down its throat and 
seemed helpless to get rid of the rest of 
it. Figuring that Rex could not sting 
to kill while in that predicament, Sny- 
der seized scissors and a scalpel and 
slipped into the cage. 

Rex was thrashing about in its efforts 
to down the black, but Snyder man- 
aged to stand astride the snake just 
above its head and with a few deft cuts 
and slashes he lanced the swelling. 
Snyder jumped back and through the 
little door in the rear, which he slam- 
med just in time, for the cobra had 
conquered the blacksnake and turned 
to kill the man who had saved its life. 

Scores of persons witnessed the opera. 
tion without realizing that they were 
looking at a man in tmminent peril of 
death. 

When Snyder told Ditmars, the cura- 
tor said: ‘““Man, you are crazy; you have 
a wife and five children.”
